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FOREST  LAW  AT  CAMBRIDGE  IN  1285. 

Cambridgeshire  does  not  seem  to  have  suffered  much  from  the 
rigours  of  forest  law,  judging  from  the  scanty  records  of  its 
enforcement  in  that  county.  The  northern  part  of  the  county, 
which  contained  the  greatest  amount  of  waste,  and  so  under 
ordinary  circumstances  would  have  been  treated  as  Royal  Forest, 
was  comprised  in  the  Isle  of  Ely,  and  this  was  under  the 
sole  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Ely.  Many  of  the  lords  of 
manors  in  the  southern  part  of  the  county  had  licences  to  hunt 
over  their  own  domain,  as  proved  by  the  Placita  de  quo  warranto  and 
Charter  Roll,  while  the  royal  castle  of  Cambridge  had  an  extensive 
warren  attached  to  it.  The  boundaries  of  this  are  given  in  the 
Hundred  Rolls.  The  castle  itself  stood  in  the  parish  of  Chesterton, 
and  the  spurting  rights  belonging  to  it  extended  into  the  parishes 
of  Cottenham,  Qirton,  Histon,  Landbeach,  Milton,  and  Waterbeach. 
Within  this  area  no  one  was  allowed  to  take  even  a  coney  without 
licence.  This  restriction  proved  irksome  to  the  students  of  the 
neighbouring  university,  and  they,  no  doubt,  frequently  infringed 
the  forest  laws,  but  I  have  only  been  able  to  find  the  record  of 
one  forest  court  relating  to  this  warren.  This  was  held  at  Huntingdon 
in  1285,  and  occurs  amongst  the  .forest  rolls  of  that  county.  An 
abstract  of  this  document  follows:  — 

Philip  de  Colevile  and  his  servants  {10*') ;  Henry,  son  of  Henry 
de  Childerle  ( 1  mark) ;  Robert,  son  of  Robert  the  clerk  of  the 
Bishoprics  of  Norwich  and  Ixindon,  whilst  he  was  a  scholar  of  the 
University  of  Cambridge,  from  the  reign  of  King  Henry  III.  to 
the  twelfth  year  of  King  Edward,  and  his  servants  (10“);  were 
accustomed  to  enter  the  King’s  warren  of  Cambridge  with  grey¬ 
hounds.  and  hunt  and  catch  hares.  M agister  Adam  le  Fraunceys 
of  the  Bishopric  of  Durham,  when  he  was  a  scholar  at  Cambridge, 
used,  with  his  servants  and  with  other  clerics,  to  enter  the  King’s 
warren  with  greyhound  and  hunt  hares,  to  the  great  damage  and 
destructiou  of  the  hares  there.  Respited  to  Parliament  a  month 
from  Easter  Day.  William  de  Shepey,  cleric  of  the  Bishopric  of 
Ely  (5'‘) ;  William  de  Buvesworth,  cleric  of  the  Bishopric  of  Lincoln 
(5*') ;  Magister  Thomas  do  Middleton,  Archdeacon  of  Norwich 
(respited);  Thomas,  son  of  Alan,  cleric  of  the  Bishopric  of  Durham, 
or  of  Archdeaconry  of  York  (5") ;  and  William  de  Duufraunville, 
cleric  of  Bishopric  of  Durham  (5“) ;  when  they  were  scholars  at 
Cambridge  often  themselves  entered  the  warren  with  hounds  and 
sent  their  servants  also.  William  de  Brumpton  and  William  de 
Saham.  justices  itinerant,  used,  on  their  coming  to  Cambridge  before 
the  twelfth  year  of  King  Edward,  to  hunt  and  take  hares  without 
warrant,  and  their  servants  also.  Respited  to  King’s  Bench. 
John  Lestrange  {Extraneus),  lord  of  Middelton,  Warreu  de  Lisle  of 
Rampton,  and  the  Kuights  Templars  of  Denney  by  William  de 
Skotow,  now  preceptor  there,  claim  to  have  free  warren  (that  is,  full 
sporting  rights)  over  their  lands  which  are  withiu  the  bounds  of 
the  King’s  wairen  of  Cambridge.  Respited  to  Parliament. 
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The  servants  of  Fulk  de  Penebrugg,  parson  of  Staunton,  were 
accustomed  to  hunt  in  the  said  warren  until  the  12'*'  year  of  King 
Edward.  Eustace  de  Cotes  (2*)  and  a  certain  Gosse  his  friend  (2*) 
were  accustomed  to  enter  the  warren  with  nets  and  take  plovers 
and  other  winged  game. 

Laurence  Seman  of  Cambridge  mark)  and  Michael  Scrippe 
(2*),  of  Bernewell,  were  accustomed  to  enter  the  w’arren  with  nets 
and  decoys  (f  teicellit)  and  take  game. 

The  men  and  servants  (homines  el  familiares)  of  the  Abbot  of 
Croyland  at  Cottenbam  used  to  hunt  the  hare  there  before  the 
twelfth  year  (10“). 

William  de  Kothinge  when  sheriff  (in  1279)  used  to  hunt  hares 
in  the  warren  (10^*). 

The  sums  given  after  the  names  are  the  fines  inflicted.  Philip 
de  Colevill  was  lord  of  a  manor  in  Iliston  under  the  Bishop  of 
Lincoln.  Tlie  lands  of  Henry  de  Childerly  probably  extended  within 
.the  bounds  of  the  warren.  Of  the  clerics  who  offended  when  they  were 
students  at  Cambridge,  Adam  le  Fraunceys  must  have  been  the  must 
successful  hunter,  but  he  was  now  above  the  jurisdiction  of  justices 
in  Eyre,  as  was  also  the  Archdeacon  of  Norwich.  It  is  rather 
amusing  to  find  two  judges  of  assize  charged  with  breaking  the 
law.  But  judges  were  a  corrupt>class  in  those  days,  as  about  the 
same  time  several  were  heavily  fined  for  taking  bribes.  William 
de  Brumpton  afterwards  bought  an  estate  at  Meldreth,  and  settled 
there.  His  grandson  was  one  of  a  gang  of  highway  robbers  who 
infested  Newmarket  Heath,  and  narrowly  escaped  hanging  for  the 
same.  That  the  forest  law  was  no  respector  of  persons,  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  the  sheriff  of  the  county  was  fined  fur  hunting 
during  his  term  of  office  over  the  castle  warren,  which  was  in  his 
special  charge.  Coursing  was  punished  by  a  heavier  fine  than  netting 
plovers  or  partridges,  but  was  the  favourite  sport.  The  odoriferous 
fox  was  nut  much  thought  of,  not  yet  having  become  deific,  and  was 
in  fact  classed  as  vermin  and  treated  as  such.  No  one  could  pick  nuts 
or  take  honey  from  a  tree  in  a  forest  without  licence.

Archbishops’  “  Options”  (p.  49). — The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury, 
Dr.  W.  Wake,  having  possessed  himself  of  the  option  of  the  Arch¬ 
deaconry  of  Suffolk,  promoted  Dr.  David  Wilkins,  F.S.A.  (compiler 
of  the  Concilia  Magna  Britannia),  Keeper  of  the  Library  at  Lambeth, 
who  was  afterwards  Bector  of  Hadleigh,  Suffolk  (holding  at  the 
same  time  much  other  Church  preferment),  was  promoted  to  that 
dignity.  May  16th,  1724.  In  the  same  year  he  became  Ixird  Almoner’s 
Header  of  Arabic  at  Cambridge,  being  the  first  to  hold  that  office. 
Dr.  Wilkins  left  in  MS.,  an  historical  sketch  of  Hadleigh,  also  of 
Monks  Eleigh,  of  which  place  he  was  also  rector.  He  was  buried 
in  the  chancel  of  Hadleigh  Church,  where  is  a  long  Latin  inscription 
to  his  memory.  It  is  not  a  little  remarkable  that  Gibson  and 
Wilkins  should  both  have  been  favoured  with  Archbishops’  “  Options.” 
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COAL  MINING  AT  LINTON,  A.D.  1737. 

The  following  agreement  to  dig  for  coal  is  amongst  the 
muniments  of  Pembroke  College.  The  Robert  Millicent  mentioned 
therein  had  inherited  the  Manor  of  Barham  from  his  brother  in 
1734.  He  was  an  apothecary  and  citizen  of  London.  Perhaps  he 
missed  the  “sea  coal’’  to  which  he  had  been  accustomed,  and  found 
Barham  damp  and  cold  in  winter.  The  venture  was  evidently  due 
to  him,  and  he  seems  to  have  got  little  encouragement  from  bis 
neighbours.  Naturally  his  efiForts  were  unsuccessful,  and  as  a  matter 
of  fact  bis  miners,  at  the  rate  they  were  going,  would  have  been 
working  at  the  present  day  without  having  reached  the  coal  measures. 
The  spot  he  chose  for  starting  on  was  the  boulder  clay  cap  of  a  chalk 
hill.  It  is  still  known  as  Coal  Hole,  and  lies  between  Borley  Wood 
and  Wool  Street.  He  would  have  been  nearer  coal  in  the  valley. 
Millicent  did  not  have  to  bear  his  disappointment  for  a  very 
long  time,  as  he  died  in  1740,  the  last  of  his  race.  The  treasurer 
and  paymaster,  John  Disbrow,  was  an  apothecary  of  Linton,  and 
uncle  to  Millicent’s  wife; — 

Wee  whose  names  are  hereunder  subscribed  do  freely  & 
voluntarily  subscribe  such  sums  of  money  as  are  by  us  severally 
sett  or  agreed  to  be  sett  against  our  respective  names  for  the 
intent  &  purpose  following,  that  is  to  say,  to  the  intent  &  purpose 
that  a  sum  of  money  may  be  raised  for  &  towards  the  opening, 
digging,  &  boreing  a  certain  pitt  or  pitts  in  or  upon  the  soil  or 
waste  ground  called  Linton  Heath  belonging  to  Eobt.  Millicent, 
Esq.,  as  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Barham,  for  the  finding  or  discovering 
a  coal  mine  thereon,  &  in  case  it  shall  happen  that  a  coal  mine 
be  therein  found  &  carried  on  for  the  digging  &  selling  coal,  then 
&  ill  such  case  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  the  several  subscribers 
hereunto  shall  within  nine  or  twelve  months  from  &  after  the 
coal  as  aforesaid,  have  4  bushels  or  2  hundred  weight  of 
coal  for  every  shilling  by  them  respectively  subscribed,  to  be  taken 
either  by  the  bushel  or  hundred  w'eight  at  their  own  election. 
And  it  is  hereby  further  agreed,  in  case  there  cannot  be  any  coal 
found,  we  will  severally  &  respectively  take  back  &  receive  our 
several  shares  according  to  our  subscriptions  of  &  in  so  much  money 
as  shall  remain  unexpended.  And  wee  hereby  severally  &  respectively 
further  agree  that  the  money  which  shall  be  collected  &  gathered 
by  the  subscription  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Disbrow 
of  Linton,  &  by  him  paid  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  from  time 
to  time  employed  in  the  opening,  digging,  &  boreing  for  coal  as 
aforesaid.  And  it  is  agreed  that  in  case  any  dispute  arise  it  shall 
be  determined  by  two  persons  chosen  by  the  major  part  of  the 
subscribers,  &  it  is  further  agreed  that  no  person  or  persons  who 
are  subscribers  hereunder,  &  have  licence  for  the  selling  or  retailing 
any  liquors,  shall  at  any  time  during  the  opening  or  digging,  carry 
any  liquor  there  to  be  sold  upon  pain  of  forfeiting  5*  for  every 
offence,  &  shall  be  excluded  the  bonefitt  of  their  subscription,  other

than  except  such  liquor  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  ordered  by 
the  overseer,  &  it  is  further  agreed  that  what  money  shall  be  given 
by  any  spectator  for  the  benefit  of  the  workmen  shall  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Disbrow,  &  by  him  distributed  equally 
among  such  subcribers  as  have  licence  to  sell  liquors,  to  be  spent 
at  the  several  houses  among  the  workmen  employed. 

In  witness  whereof  we  have  hereunto  sett  our  hands  7  July,  1737.

Under  this  agreement  are  three  ruled  columns,  which  are  blank 
except  for  Millicent’s  name.  Some  of  the  inhabitants  subscribed 
“by  work.”  Rolled  up  with  this  document  are  three  others,  which 
throw  some  light  on  the  working  out  of  the  idea. 

1.  An  order  dated  London,  28th  June,  1737,  from  Robert 
Millicent  to  John  Twyn  of  Linton,  authorising  him  to  pay  Disbrow 
£20 ;  with  notes  of  the  receipt  of  four  instalments  amounting  to 
twelve  guineas. 

2.  A  paper  headed  “June  24th,  1737,  began  to  dig  for  coale.” 
The  chief  items  of  expenditure  may  be  summarised  as  follows: — 

Between  June  24th  and  July  9th  sixty-two  days’  work  were  dune, 
the  greatest  number  of  men  at  work  at  the  same  time  being  seven.

INDEX  TO  BURT  WILLS  IN  THE  PREROGATIVE  COURT 
OF  CANTERBURY,  1383-1604. 

Prior  to  the  dissolution  of  the  monasteries,  the  town  of  Bury 
St.  Edmund’s  being  exempt  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  within  whose  diocese  it  was  locally  situate,  the  wills  of  the 
burgesses  were  proved  before  the  Sacrist  of  the  Monastery  of  St. 
Edmund.  An  exception  to  this  practice  would  be  in  the  case  of 
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a  persou  having  hona  notahilia,  that  is  to  saj,  personal  property  to  the. 
value  of  £5  or  over  in  two  or  more  dioceses,  when  the  prerogative  of 
the  Archbishop  would  be  exercised  and  the  will  would  be  proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury.  Sometimes  the  will  may  have 
been  proved  both  in  the  Archbishop's  Court  and  at  Bury,  for  the  will 
of  John  Perfay  (1309),  P.C.C.,  Bennett  22  is  calendared  at  the  Bury 
Registry,  Pye,  f.  214. 

After  the  Prerogative  Courts  were  abolished  in  1858  the  wills  in 
the  Canterbury  Court  were  transferred  from  Doctors’  Commons  to 
Somerset  House. 

The  earliest  Bury  will  in  the  P.C.C.  is  that  of  Thomas  Hildeberghoo, 
1406,  and  there  are  only  three  others  during  the  fifteenth  century.

The  Value  of  Church  Furniture  before  the  Reformation. — 
Instances  of  this  may  be  foand  in  most  unexpected  places.  Here  are 
two  from  Gaol  Delivery  Roll,  No.  193,  in  the  Public  Record  Office. 

At  the  Assizes  held  at  Cambridge  on  Wednesday  after  St.  Peter 
in  the  chair,  8  Henry  IV.  (January  18tli,  1407),  William  Glebe  was 
charged  with  having  on  Thursday  before  the  feast  of  the  exaltation 
of  the  Cross  last  (September  14th),  broken  into  the  church  of  St.  Peter. 
Horningsey,  and  stolen  a  missal  book  {librum  mitsale),  chalices,  and 
vestments  to  the  value  of  40  pounds.  He  was  found  guilty  and 
hanged.  He  had  no  goods  or  chattels  of  any  kind,  so  he  must 
have  been  a  fifteenth-century  tramp. 

At  the  Assizes  held  at  Cambridge  on  Thursday  after  St.  Peter 
in  the  chair,  10  Henry  IV.  (January  18th,  1409),  Walter  Sharp, 
Chaplain  of  tue  Chantry  of  Ellesworth,  was  charged  with  having 
feloniously  taken  a  chalice  and  paten,  value  40<.,  belonging  to  the 
village  of  Ellesworth  and  in  the  custody  of  John  Ellys  and  John 
Cristemasse,  out  of  the  village  church,  on  Saturday  before  St.  Peter 
in  Chains,  8  Henry  IV,  (August  1st,  1407).  He  was  acquitted  by  the 
jury.  Perhaps  the  prosecution  was  a  piece  of  spite  on  the  part  of 
the  churchwardens.  There  was  another  chaplain  at  Elsworth  besides 
Sharpe ;  they  both  occur  in  the  list  of  chaplains  obtained  by  Bishop 
Fordham  in  1408.  There  were  two  gilds  here.

[The  genut  churchwarden,  as  known  to  us  in  recent  years,  was 
scarcely  in  evidence  at  this  date,  but  his  prototype  (found  in  the 
wardens  of  the  church  ornaments  at  Elsworth  or  earlier  still)  may  be 
recognised  in  the  teetee  synodalet.  The  time  of  the  planting  of 
churchwardens  is  hardly  clear. — Ed.] 
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The  Babtlow  Hills. — TJie  Rev.  William  Cole,  of  Milton,  under 
the  date  September  lOtb,  1770,  makes  these  remarks: — 

Sir  William  Maynard  very  absurdly  some  10  or  12  years  ago 
planted  trees  on  the  summits  of  the  3  curious  Barrows  to  the  S.  of 
Bartlow  Church,  and  surrounded  the  plantations  with  a  pale;  the  trees 
thrive,  but  it  is  a  disg^race  to  so  very  great  a  piece  of  antiquity, 
let  them  be  ever  so  thrifty ;  the  hills  of  themselves  were  their 
greatest  beauty,  no  outward  ornament  can  mend  them  or  improve 
them,  but  may  most  probably  damage  them  by  the  roots  of  the 
trees  loosening  the  earth  about  them. — Addl.  MSS.  {Brit.  Mut.) 
6843,  p.  235. 

Cole’s  fear  was  justified.  The  trees  grew,  miserable  stunted 
specimens,  and  no  doubt  attracted  people  to  the  summits.  In  1832-8 
the  Hills  were  explored  by  Gage,  the  burial  chambers  opened,  and 
found  to  contain  Roman  remains.  Unfortunately  the  openings  were 
not  closed  or  only  partinll}'  so,  and  as  regards  one  hill  at  least  up  to 
the  last  few  years,  children  could  crawl  into  the  burial  chamber. 
Moreover,  the  sides  of  the  hills  were  being  much  disintegrated  by 
children  sliding  up  and  down  them,  deep  grooves  being  caused  by 
this  practice.  But  this  has  now  been  altered.  The  openings  into 
the  burial  chambers  have  been  closed,  and  the  contours  of  the 
hills  restored  by  the  present  owner,  the  Rev.  Charles  Brocklebank, 
of  Bartlow  House.  And  children  are  now  no  longer  allowed  to 
make  slides  of  these  relics  of  a  distant  age.  I  have  seen  no  print 
of  these  hills  which  was  executed  before  the  trees  were  planted,  - 
but  I  have  one  which  must  have  been  executed  soon  after.  This 


ascribes  them  to  the  time  of  Canute.
